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The Texas Centennial Stamp 







SSE RIOR to 1836, Texas 
- ae was a part of Mexico. 
nese It was in that year on 


March 2, the birthday 

of Sam Houston, that 
the Declaration of Independence was 
signed at Washington-on-the-Brazos. 
It was just seven weeks later on 
April 21, that the Texans defeated 
the Mexicans under Santa Ana at the 
battle of San Jacinto which ended 
the revolution and Texas became in- 
dependent, and the new Republic was 
born. 

It must therefore be understood 
that this new stamp is not issued in 
honor of the Centennial of Statehood 
for Texas, but for the Centennial of 
[Independence from Mexico. Texas 
became a state of the Union in De 
cember, 1845. 

Plans for the Texas Centennial 
stamp were started 10 vears ago when 
a group of prominent Texans met to 
discuss a program to commemorate 
Texas’ 100th birthday. 

Late in 1935, three designs were 
submitted by the Texas Centennial 
Commission. All were drawn by 
Miss Anne Toomey, Dallas, artist. 

A few minor changes were made 
by President Roosevelt and Postmas- 
ter General Farley before engravers 
started the plate from the 
adopted design.

Designer Anne Toomey, a great- 
grand-niece of Nathanial and Joseph 
Kerr, Louisianians, who died for the 
Texas cause in the 1835-1836 Revo- 
lution for freedom, is illustrator for 
the sales promotion department of the 
Dallas Morning News, Texas’ oldest 
business institution. 

Her father, the late D. Prescott 
Toomey, joined the staff of the News 
forty-seven years ago as cartoonist 
and staff writer, and was managing 
editor at the time of his death, just 
after the World War. One of his 


last sketches, which was widely re- 


printed, was of President Woodrow 


Wilson as he read the declaration of 
war in the Congress, a sketch penciled 
as Managing Editor Toomey sat in 
the press gallery at Washington. It 
was at the knee of her father, known 
in New York for his cartoons back 








in the chalk plate days of newspaper 
illustrating, that Anne Toomey re- 
ceived her first lessons in drawing 
and illustrating. 

Dr. John Knott, staff cartoonist of 
the News, added to her training dur- 
ing the years she was also attending 
Southern Methodist University. She 
studied portraiture under Kunz- 
Meyer of Germany, while he was in 
Texas a number of years ago.

1936 ExHIBITION News 


Under the above heading, Linn’s 
Weekly of Feb. 1 carried a brief syn- 
opsis of the tentative plans for the 
1936 Philatelic Exhibition to be held 
in the Grand Central Palace, New 
York City, May 9th to 17th inclu- 
sive. The article mentioned gave a 
rather complete survey of the plans, 
with the exception that one item was 
not mentioned, probably because the 
proposers of the idea felt that it 
would be premature to give away all 
details of the plans. 

One of the most significant fea- 
tures that was omitted was the idea 
of asking the Post Office Department 
for a special exhibition pane of stamps 
to be issued during that period. It is 
understood that the request has al- 
ready been made of the Post Office 
Department for this item, but so far 
as could be learned, official approval 
has not been given, but it is hardly 
to be expected that such a request 
will be turned down.

Bureau of Engraving and Printing to 
allow for the best possible centering 
of the Great Seal. Plate numbers on 
these 50 subject plates now in use 
are 21495, 21496, 21497 and 21498. 
It is understood that four more plates 
numbered through 21502 have been 
made for the centers but are not yet 
in use. 

Each pane of 50 stamps will have a 
red and a blue plate number at the 
top of the sheet, lower numbers hav- 
ing been discarded with the idea in 
mind that no inverts can creep 
through. Each examiner looking at 
the bottom of the stamp sheets would 
immediately discover any sheet car- 
rying a bottom plate number under 
this procedure and would know it to 
be an invert. 

As in the case of the Yorktown 
issue, arrows will be found in the 
margins, there will be horizontal and 


vertical guide lines through each 
pane, with a resultant center line 


block in each sheet of 50 stamps.

The Martyrs on the Stamps

CHAPTER XI 


(Continued from last week) 


We have previously referred to the fine spirit of 
tolerance shown by Czechoslovakia, a Roman Catholic 
country, in issuing stamps in honor of John Huss, a 
Protestant martyr. While it is true that the Catholic 
Church showed its official disapproval of the act and 
that Huss is to the Bohemians a national as well as a 
religious hero, it is still true that the issue of stamps 
was a worthy gesture of tolerance worthy of emula- 
tion by other nations. 

John Huss was a Roman Catholic priest and first a 
professor and then rector, of the University of Prague 
early in the 15th century. At that time Princess Anne 
of Bohemia married Richard Il of England and inter 
course between the two countries became common. 
English students came to the University of Prague and 
through them Huss became familiar with the teachings 
of Wycliffe, the great English heretic. He was en 
thusiastic over these reform ideas and at once set out 
to reform the church in Bohemia. He had no intention 
of setting up a new church but rather of reforming 
the existing church from within. He was a prominent 
man in Prague and his public attacks upon church 
abuses aroused intense opposition from church leaders 
who were not of his mind. The struggle became 
serious with the King of Bohemia and the peasants 
supporting Huss and the priests and their followers 
opposing him. 

The. views of Huss were essentially Protestant and 
could not be tolerated by the Catholic Church with- 
out a complete revolution in doctrine and practice. 


There was no compromising the dispute and Huss was 
ordered to attend a General Council at Constance jp 
1414. He was granted a safe-conduct. At the Council 
he refused to recant and in spite of his safe-conduct 
was burned as a heretic July 6, 1415 and his ashes 
cast into Lake Constance. 

The Protestant movement in Bohemia did not die 
with John Huss. It was only suppressed after years 
of bloody warfare in which the Protestants, at first 
victorious, were defeated by their own dissentions, 
Even after it was supposedly stamped out it persisted 
among little groups in the mountains of Moravia and 
later developed as the Moravian Church under Count 
Zinzendorf's leadership. It can easily be seen how the 
Czechoslovakian government might honor John Hus 
as a national hero without reference to his religious 
leadership. On that account we are glad that a de- 
signers of the stamps (No. 74, 75 of 1920) cleared up 
all doubt by making very prominent on the stamp the 
“chalice”. The Protestants, led by Huss, insisted upon 
the people receiving the wine as well as the bread 
at the communion. ‘This was contrary to Roman 
Catholic usage. It became the great point at issue and 
the chalice became the sign and watchword of the 
Bohemian Protestants. It is truly a remarkably in- 
stance of tolerance, almost without parallel, that a 
Roman Catholic country (meaning that a majority of 
its citizens are of that faith) should not only choose 
to honor a Protestant leader martyred by their own 
church, but should feature on the stamp the very in- 
signia of the Protestant revolt. It is unfortunate that 
the stamp itself is a poor example of engraving and 
printing, but for its outstanding significance in con- 
nection with that much-needed virtue, tolerance, we 
give it a place of honor in our collection. We sin- 
cerely hope that this example will not be lost upon 
other nations and religious communions. What more 
conspicuous place to illustrate and teach tolerance than 
upon a postage stamp?

A Source oF MucH CoMPLAINT 


Most stamp dealers are admittedly 
poor business men. ‘This is probably 
more true of the old line dealer than 
ot some of the new and more aggres- 
sive dealers who have made their 
mark in the trade. 

The studious dealer is often in the 
class of the stamp student who studies 
his stamps and as a result becomes 
more or less of a lover of stamps rath- 
er than a business man who looks up- 
on stamps as a means of his livelihood. 

One of the most frequent com- 
plaints that comes to our office is that 
the dealer fails to reply to letters of 
inquiry about stamps which the col- 
lector wants to purchase. 

‘There are two reasons for such 
failure, yet neither is sufficient to ex- 
cuse the dealer, for business courtesy 
should require a reply be made the 
inquirer. 

Too often, there is the dealer whose 
experience and stock is far less than 
his advertising announcements would 
indicate and as a result he has many 
letters of inquiry which ask for 
stamps and information which are en- 
tirely beyond him. 

Naturally, many collectors write 
to the dealer of this type because usu- 
ally his offers seem to indicate that 
he will supply items cheaper than the 
established dealer, who knows value 
and as a result does not mislead by

trying to indicate that he has every- 
thing and at rock bottom prices. 

If the collector will scan the ad- 
vertising more carefully he will fre- 
quently be able to save himself post- 
age by skipping this type of dealer, 
who is wasting his advertising money 
by soliciting business which he knows 
he cannot supply. 

Then the other reason and by far 
the most unnecessary and inexcusable 
one is when a collector inquires for 
something that the dealer just does 
not happen to have and as a result the 
dealer discards the letter. 

An example of this is before us 
now. A collector in North Dakota, 
evidently a man who can well afford 
to spend considerable for what he 
wants, compl: ins of non reply to a 
letter written to a large and old es-

Narrow Gap On COILS 


A long time ago when collectors 
first started to turn to hunt for va- 
rieties in buro prints they almost at 
the start noted the gap that occurs 
every 14th stamp, shortly afterward 
they noted that there was a very nar- 
row or short gap every 7th stamp this 
they called the FALSE GAP. But 
in reality it was just as much of a gap 
as “ larger one. As I understand it 
the Narrow Gap occurs where the 
plate is drawn tightly up against its 
sister plate when pls iced on the press, 
the other end which forms the real 
GAP being made that way no doubt 
to allow for possible expansion from 
heat and as an aid in keeping the 
plates cool. I have used the term 
False Gap many times myself but I 
can readily see that that is a misnom- 
er and shall henceforth with the oth- 
ers call ita NARROW GAP. Let’s 
see what W. B. Hoover has to say 
about this in the January issue of the 
BEE. 

“The term ‘false gap’ is at least 
200% incorrect. We say 200% be- 
cause it is 100° beyond being com- 
pletely wrong. The narrow gap is a 
gap, regardless of its size. The term 
‘false’ implies that it is an accident 
or a deception, altho in fact it is a 
constant variety somewhat more easy 
to recognize than the submicroscopic 
difference in spacing between the two 
positions of the New York, N. Y. or 
Saint Paul, Minn. old type Bureaus. 

What is more, many of you have

In our humble opinion 
it would be best for our readers to 
get their sets, mint or used now if 
they have not as yet obtained them. 


The new Haiti set called the Du- 
mas set of three values has appeared, 
one stamp of which is an airmail. Of 
this 60 centime airmail stamp, we are 
informed there are but 60,000. The 
other two values are for regular post- 
age. General Dumas, one of the 
three Dumas depicted on the stamp 
was born in Haiti, but left there and 
went to France where he became a 
general in the French army. His son 
called Dumas pere, or father, became 
the famous writer and his son called 
Dumas fils or son, followed in his 
father’s footsteps. This is the first 
time in many years that Haiti printed 
its own stamps, most of them in re- 
cent years were done by the Ameri- 
can Bank Note Company of New 
York. 


A suggestion was made recently 
that a stamp for the centenary of 
Winslow Homer, the great American 
marine painter, and to reproduce one 
of his paintings such as the “Fog 
Warning,” “All’s Well,” “The Gulf 
Stream,” and “The Undertow.” This 
really is a good suggestion and if this 
was done what a beautiful stamp it 
would make.
